Jnu e 10 (/P)—Tak ing the perma­ 
nent chairmanship* Representa­ 
tiv e Bertrand Snell of New York 
appealed to the Repu blican con­ 
v ention today to sink its differ­ 
ences and u nite “to restore the 
gov ernment to the people.” 
The party is not contending 
against the Democratic party as 
su ch, he told the thou sands in 
the au ditoriu m, bu t “it offers to 
lead America against an u ncon­ 
stitu tional dictatorship—y es, the 
arrogant indiv idu alism of Frank ­ 
lin Delano Roosev elt.” 
Mentioning no candidate for 
the presidential nomination, he 
predicted v ictory in Nov ember 
and said “we shall need in ex ecu ­ 
tiv e positions the serv ices of 
constitu tional 
Democrats 
and 
Repu blicans alik e.” 
In a bu rning prelu de to the 
address tonight by former Presi­ 
dent Herbert Hoov er, the Repu b­ 
lican leader of the hou se impu ted 
betray al of platform pledges to 
the New Deal. He charged “reck ­ 
less squ andering,” retardation of 
recov ery and v iolation of consti­ 
tu tional liberties u nder “this de­ 
moralizing reign of incompe­ 
tence.” ; 
“I hear today America’s earn­ 
est pray er of deliv erance,” he 
said. 
Repu blicanism he praised as a 
“great heritage—a political force 
which 
personifies 
the 
deeply 
rooted American instinct for law 
and order for tru e social secu rity 
and the squ are deal, for a practi­ 
cal and work able sy stem of gov ­ 
ernment.” 
Snell pledged the party to “the 
max imu m of social cooperation 
consistent with the faithfu l pres­ 
erv ation of the ju st liberties of 
all the people.” 
“We will not prov e u nworthy ,” 
he pledged.

Police filed a mu rder charge 
against Edward C. Moorman, 20, 
of Mou nt Healthy , Cincinnati su ­ 
bu rb, and held another man, Ju l­ 
iu s Mu rray , as a material' wit­ 
ness. Two women who were with 
the men a t Black ’s “Clu b Darda­ 
nella” the night the song writer 
was inju red were sou ght. 
Coroner E. E. Cook said both 
men admitted participating in an 
argu ment with Black , Moorman 
declaring he “hit Black once” 
after the cafe proprietor was “in­ 
v ited” ou tside to settle an argu ­ 
ment ov er 25 -cents change. 
Fred Fisher, who wrote the 
ly ric for “Dardanella,” said the 
song earned more than a million 
dollars, bu t Black made only 
abou t $12,000 ou t of it becau se he 
“sold all his rights to it before it 
became a hit.” 
Black was 4 5 and a nativ e of 
St. Lou is. He tou red this cou ntry 
and Eu rope after writing “Dar­ 
danella,” bu t later sou ght work 
as a pianist in cafes, finally 
opening his clu b here. Fu neral 
serv ices will be held Thu rsday .

NOBEL PRIZES HOLD STEADY 
AT LAST YEAR'S VALUES 
Stockholm (¿ P)—The fiv e Nobel 
prizes to be awarded for litera ­ 
ture, medicine, chemistry , phy ­ 
sics and peace nex t Nov ember 
will be worth $42,8 40 each, or v ir­ 
tually the same a s la st y ear, 
when each award was $42,8 57. 
This decrease from the a ll- 
time top of $46,419 in 1931 is due 
to increased tax es and loss of 
rev enue through forced conv er­ 
sion of bonds. 
On the whole, howev er, the 
fund lias held up well during the 
depression, and now balances on 
48 ,404,211 kronor ($12,9 72,328 ) or 
about one million kronor more 
tha n la st y ear. 
The low point was reached in 
19 22, when Sweden suffered from 
the post war deflation. The prizes 
then were worth only $30,8 03 
each.

W ashing ton, D. C.—The Roose­ 
v elt 
adm inistration 
will hav e 
sp ent 32 billion, 6 7 5 million dol­ 
lars by the tim e this cong ress 
adjou rns, B ertrand Snell, rep re­ 
sentativ e from New York, told 
the hou se du ring the debate on 
the 8 03 million dollar tax bill. 
“This m eans th a t the New 
Deal will hav e tak en $1,250 from 
ev ery 
fam ily 
in 
the 
United 
States,” he said. “And the m on­ 
ey has been sp ent in a w astefu l 
ex trav ag ant m anner,” he added. 
Citing the m ou nting deficits, 
Snell said: 
“Three tim es we hav e been 
told in the President’s bu dg et 
messag es no new tax es wou ld be 
requ ired, and in each instance 
we hav e been called u p on later 
in the same session to p ass a new 
tax bill. 
“All this p rov es bey ond dou bt 
this 
adm inistration 
does 
not 
hav e the slig htest sem blance of a 
financial p rog ram . Its nearest 
ap p roach to a bu dg et p olicy is to 
sp end all the money it can g ath ­ 
er in or borrow, in as m any way s 
as p ossible.” 
M inority leaders decided to 
carry to th e p eop le a t the No­ 
v ember elections the issu es raised 
by the President’s new “corp ora­ 
tion su rp lu s” tax bill. 
“It is a qu estion to p u t squ are­ 
ly before the p eop le,” Snell de­ 
clared. 
“If the p eop le decide th a t 
th rift in bu siness and sav ing for 
a rainy day is bad p olicy then 
they can endorse the new tax es 
by th eir v otes. I am confident 
th a t they will conclu de oth er­ 
wise.” 


W ashing ton, Ju ne 
10 (/P) — 
Tackling one of the last bar­ 
riers to adjou rnm ent of an ac­ 
tion-laden 7 4th cong ress, con­ 
ferees p rep ared today to seek a 
comp romise on the strife-to rn 
tax bill. 
There were indications from 
reliable sou rces th a t the hou se 
p rov isions of the m easu re m ig ht 
p redom inate when the conferees 
finally su bm it a bill to the hou se 
and senate for final action. 
It was u nderstood in some 
qu arters th a t the adm inistra­ 
tion’s insistence for hig h lev ies 
on 
u ndistribu ted 
corp orate 
p rofits as ou tlined in the hou se 
p rov isions wou ld be accep ted in 
p art, a t least, in p lace of the low 
flat tax p rov ided in the bill as it 
p assed the senate. 
Briefly the chief p oint of dif­ 
ference as the conferees g ath ­ 
ered for their first m eeting was 
this: 
The hou se stands back of a 
g radu ated tax on u ndistribu ted 
corp orate p rofits rang ing u p to 
42 V2 p er cent. 
The senate fav ors a flat sev en 
p er cent tax on u ndistribu ted 
p rofits. 
A nother p oint of difference 


w hich was ex p ected to be ad­ 
ju sted concerned the corp orate 
income tax . The hou se rep ealed 
the ex isting g radu ated corp or­ 
ate income tax rang ing from 
121/2 to 15 p er cent. The senate 
increased this tax m ak ing it 
g radu ated from 1 5 V 
2 p er cent to 
18 p er cent. 
There was little chance th a t 
the bill wou ld be ready when 
cong ress m eets M onday after a 
week’s adjou rnm ent for the Re­ 
p u blican 
national 
conv ention, 
bu t it was p redicted the tax bill 
wou ld be in shap e not later th an 
W ednesday . 
Sp eaker B ank head has indicat­ 
ed the hou se will act on the Vin­ 
son bill, offered as a su bstitu te 
for the Gu ffey coal act inv ali­ 
dated by the Su p rem e Cou rt and 
there are a nu m ber of other 
m easu res to be tak en u p . 
The R obinson-Patm an chain- 
store 
reg u latory bill 
p robably 
will be acted u p on before con­ 
g ress adjou rns as well as the 
anti-lobby ing bill. 
There also 
rem ain sev eral conference re ­ 
p orts on ap p rop riation and other 
m easu res w hich leaders p redict­ 
ed wou ld offer no difficu lty . 
Before President Roosev elUleft 
on his trip throu g h the sou th­ 
west, it was u nderstood he indi­ 
cated to hou se and senate Demo­ 
cratic m em bers of the tax con­ 
ference com m ittee th a t he still 
fav ored the hig her lev y imp osed 
by the hou se on u ndistribu ted 
corp orate p rofits.

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AN UNBALANCED PROGRAM 
“Lost foreign trade of the United States would 
have paid the federal relief bill,” says a headline 
in the United States News. 
That’s a startling 
statement — but figures prove it. 
In 19 34, value of exports of United States 
products to foreign countries was more than 
$3,300,000,000 under the record 19 29 level — and 
the federal government spent over $2,300,000,000 
on relief. In 19 35, the relief bill was $3,188,000,- 
000 — and the loss in foreign trade from the 
19 29 figure was $3,252,000,000. 
Estimates hold 
that this year our foreign trade loss as compared 
with the greatest of the boom years will be about 
$3,000,000,000 — almost precisely what the U. S. 
treasury is going to pay out in relief. 
Thus, for the three-year period, our lost for­ 
eign trade totals approximately $10,000,000,000— 
and relief cost the 
taxpayers of the country 
around $8,500,000,000 in the same period. 
Had 
we been able to keep foreign trade on the 19 29 
level during depression, we could have paid the 
entire cost of federal relief out of the receipts, 
and had the neat sum of a billion-and-a-half 
left over for other purposes. 
Of course, nothing could have enabled us to 
maintain our trade at that level—the world-wide 
depression, coupled with general uncertainty in 
Europe, currency wars and fluctuations and oth­ 
er monetary disturbances, tariffs and embargoes, 
were responsible for most of the loss. The do­ 
mestic AAA program is believed by many to have 
been a factor in reducing agricultural exports, 
though friends of the AAA say that we couldn’t 
have found markets for our surplus even if crop 
reductions had never been put into effect. Ir­ 
respective of that, the cold statistics show con­ 
clusively that the welfare of a number of big 
industries, and a vast amount of employment, 
hinges on foreign trade. 
In the latest years for which complete figures 
are available, Department of Commerce tabula­ 
tions show that this country has sent abroad 
half of the cotton crop, two-thirds of all refined 
copper, one-third of farm machinery and lub­ 
ricating oils, 40 per cent of aircraft, and a little 
less than 20 per cent of radios. These items are 
simply samples. 
If, tomorrow, all our existing foreign markets 


were suddenly closed to us, industry and agri­ 
culture would be plunged into havoc. Assistant 
Secretary of State Sayre has published a book­ 
let on just what foreign trade means to the 
farmer and worker — and the conclusions drawn 
are thought-provoking in the extreme. Accord­ 
ing to this authority, loss of our foreign markets 
would mean that we would have to retire almost 
9 ,000,000 acres of wheat land, 23,000,000 acres of 
cotton land, 655,000 acres of tobacco land, more 
than 9 ,000,000 acres of corn land used for rais­ 
ing hogs, and 7,000,000 acres of land used for 
grazing horses which work the land. The total 
comes to over 40,000,000 acres which today sup­ 
port 3,200,000 people. 
An even bigger problem, Secretary Sayre points 
out, exists in the industrial field. Conservative 
estimates place the industrial population direct­ 
ly dependent upon exports at 7,500,000. Add this 
to the farm population also dependent on for­ 
eign buying, and you have close to 11,000,000 peo­ 
ple whose economic security hinges on foreign 
trade. 
Anyone with a workable answer to the ques­ 
tion of how foreign trade may be increased, 
would certainly be a national benefactor — un ­ 
fortunately, no one has the answer, and experts 
differ greatly in their theories. Certain things 
are obvious, however — such as the problem of 
tariffs, and the eternal question of how Ameri­ 
can workers are to be protected from cheap- 
labor foreign competition. 
The state depart­ 
ment, under Secretary Hull, has sought to in ­ 
crease foreign business through reciprocal trade 
agreements with a number of powers, of which 
Canada is the most important, and some pro­ 
gress has been made. But it’s still a tough sit­ 
uation. 
The United States News points out something 
that is not generally realized — that imports as 
well as exports create jobs in this country. Many 
imported materials must be processed or serv­ 
iced. All of them must be transported and dis­ 
tributed. This requires labor and a lot of it. 
Foreign trade affects the economic destinies 
of us all. 
And some of the best heads in the 
country, in government and industry and agri­ 
culture, are growing gray trying to figure out 
the asnwer to the many-faced problem foreign 
trade presents today.

You ng Ellinwood is giv ing no 
great thou ght to p ossible Oly m­ 
p ic triu mp hs. He hop es to enter 
the try ou ts for the fu n of it. 
“After that,” he say s, “things 
will p retty mu ch take care of 
themselv es. Either I will or won’t 
make the team. Bu t I’ll alway s 
like to ru n.” 
Taking stock of himself, the 
slim, dark-haired boy who trans­ 
ferred to Chicago’s “new p lan” 
of higher edu cation after two se­ 
mesters at Pu rdu e, can’t remem­ 
ber when he hasn’t been ru n­ 
ning. 


He’s An ‘Old-Timer' 
“I u sed to ru n on the grammar 
school team in Oak Park when I 
was a kid,” he say s. “I ran the 
long races then—as mu ch as 7 5 
y ards. Then when I went to 
Western Military Academy at Al­ 
ton, 111., I kep t on ru nning, try ing 
the half-mile most of the time 
and finally the q u arter. I’v e al­ 
way s thou ght I might do better 
at the half, bu t I like the 440 
distance better.” 
The reason Ellinwood p refers 
the 440, he ex p lains, is that ev en 
when “y ou ’re giv ing the other 
fellow a p retty good trimming at 
the q u arter he can be close 
enou gh to make y ou alway s con­ 
sciou s that he is still racing y ou . 
T hat’s why it is more fu n—y ou 
nev er lose the feeling that y ou 
are really in a race.” 
Sp ectators at the recent Big 
Ten champ ionship s wonder how 
he managed to keep the “feel­ 
ing” as most of the field was 
hardly within shou ting distance 
of him when he broke the tap e in 
48.5 seconds. 
“May be I can’t ru n fast enou gh 
for the Oly mp ic team,” he say s. 
“Bu t I’ll hav e a try at it. That 
ou ght to be fu n.” 


Greatest Hu rdler? 
The old Oly mp ic bu g has bitten 
Jack Keller, former Ohio State 
Univ ersity hu rdler and now a 
Colu mbu s, 
O., 
newsp ap erman, 
and he has hau led ou t his sp ikes. 
Keller’s work keep s him bu sy 
from 4 a. rn. u ntil noon, leav ing 
him the fu ll afternoon to p rep are 
for his second Oly mp ic chance. 
The 6-foot 3y 2-inch timber- 
top p er, ou t of comp etition for 
two y ears, believ es that he can 
come back to win a berth on the 
American team, and a few p oints 
at least for the U. S. A. The long 
lean, lanky lad is ju st 24 y ears 
old. 
Back in 1932, in the Big Ten 
meet at Northwestern, Keller ne­ 
gotiated the high hu rdles in 14 
seconds flat. A slight help ing 
wind sp oiled his chances of hav ­ 
ing the record accep ted. 
In the 1932 Oly mp ics he won 
the first q u alify ing heat in 1419, 
and then romp ed off with the 
second in 14.5. in the finals he 
got away to a fly ing start, and 
led by a y ard u ntil he knocked 
ov er the fifth hu rdle. He re­ 
gained the lead after hu rdling 
the six th, bu t lost it as he failed 
to get ov er the eighth cleanly . 
The ju dges finally p laced him 
fou rth. 
Coach Larry Sny der, of Ohio 
State, say s: “Keller is the great­ 
est hu rdler the world ev er saw. 
He lost the 1932 Oly mp ic title 
throu gh inex p erience, bu t don’t 
be su rp rised if he wins the hu r­ 
dles ev ent in Berlin.”

Hosier landowners who hav e 
areas su itable for timber p rodu c­ 
tion and wish to take adv antage 
of Indiana’s forest land classifi­ 
cation law, shou ld file their ap ­ 
p lications with the Div ision of 
Forestry this month, Virgil M. 
Simmons, commissioner of the 
Dep artment 
of 
Conserv ation, 
p ointed ou t today . 
There is ap p rox imately a hu n­ 
dred and twenty thou sand acres 
of 
p riv ately -owned, 
classified 
forest land in Indiana while ap ­ 
p lications for the classification 
of an additional ten thou sand 
acres are already on file, Mr. 
Simmons rep orted. Each tract 
su bmitted for classification mu st 
be insp ected by a rep resentativ e 
of the Div ision of Forestry be­ 
fore it can be accep ted and cer­ 
tified to the au ditor of the cou n­ 
ty in which it is located. 


Indiana’s forest land classifi­ 
cation law, enacted in 1921, seeks 
to encou rage reforestation and 
timber p rodu ction 
throu ghou t 
the state by listing su ch classi­ 
fied areas for tax ation at a v alu ­ 
ation of $1 p er acre. In retu rn for 
this low rate of tax ation, the 
owner agrees to make su ch for­ 
estry p lantings as may be re­ 
q u ired, to p rotect the area from 
forest fire, and to keep grazing 
stock ou t of the area. No tract of 
less than three acres can be ac­ 
cep ted for classification. 
One or more tracts of classified 
forest land are located in each 
cou nty with the major acreage iii 
sections 
of sou thern 
Indiana 
where soil and other conditions 
make agricu ltu re u np rofitable. 
Owners of land which might be 
accep table for classification as 
forest land, can obtain ap p lica­ 
tions and other information by 
addressing the Div ision of For­ 
estry , Dep artment of Conserv a­ 
tion, State Library Bu ilding, In­ 
dianap olis.
